DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 2-9, 13 and 14, the examiner found no reference 
in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a support cradle comprising a supporting ring, 
having a hollow section with first and second hollow chambers fluidically separated fi-om one 
another, the first chamber forming an annular conduit supplying a coolant to a rotating body; a 
second hollow chamber forming an annular conduit evacuating the coolant from the rotating 
body and including all limitations recited in independent claim 1. 

4. As per claim 10 and dependent claims 11 and 12, the examiner found no reference in 
the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a computed tomography system comprising: a 
support cradle, at least partially receiving a supply line and evacuation line and rotatably 
supporting a rotating body, the support cradle having a hollow section with first and second 
hollow chambers fluidically separated from one another, the first chamber forming an annular 
conduit supplying a coolant to the rotating body; a second hollow chamber forming an annular 
conduit evacuating the coolant from the rotating body and including all limitations recited in 
independent claim 10.
